limit until a law of Congress prohibits, it, the chief executive 
had t3bi his .power ta revoke the instructions given originally 
to tle'rpnlted States shipping board to cease selling liquor. 
His licit orders were issued when the legal phases of the mat- 
ter v elS in joubt and it was natural for the President to stop 
the practice until a decision had been reached.

to ~stlr- liquor outside the three-mile limit. Congress can act 
'but luw't. At least eight months must elapse before the law-
